THE RUDDER AND THE ROCK 


up in the proverb: 
He who will not answer to the rudder 
must answer to the rock. 

Now get the picture. A boat glides smoothly along 
on the breast of the sea. The rudder is turned and 
the boat veers gently in its course. By slight alter- 
ations of its rudder, first one way and then another, 
the boat is maneuvered safely through the rocks, the 
shoals, and the stormy currents. 

Then the boat fails to respond to the gentle urgings 
of the rudder. Caught away with the force of the 
wind and the drive of the waves, the boat will not 
answer to the influence of its rudder, but plunges on 
in its headstrong way. Yielding to the new and exciting 
pressures about it, it races along in heedless abandon 
toward the rocks and reefs. Though the rudder nudges 
and presses against the turbulence, the boat, oblivious 
to the dangers about it, will not respond. 

Having abandoned its rudder, and in surrender to 
the wind and the waves, the boat follows caprice and 
folly. The wind and the waves have no care for the 
rocks; they offer no warning, they have no concern. 

Then the rudderless boat crashes into the disastrous 
rock. 

Because the rock is firm, unyielding granite, the 
boat is smashed to pieces. 

The rock was inexorable, and its demands could 
not be evaded or ignored. The wreckage of the boat 
is strewn over the sea. 


He who will not answer to the rudder must 
answer to the rock. 

What a lesson is here for us. 

Life has given us rudders of influence to steer us 
clear of the rocks of retribution and consequence. We 
may ignore the rudder for the very simple reason that 
it works gently through influence and persuasion, but 
we cannot ignore the rocks, those harsh, inflexible, 
hurtful consequences of our wrongdoing. 

That is what the Scripture is telling us when it says: 

He, that being often reproved hardeneth 
his neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, and that 
without remedy (Proverbs 29:1). 

Good counsel is not inescapable. We may accept 
it or reject it. It will not force itself upon us. The 
consequences will not be optional. We are not free to 
reject the fruit of our deeds; they are ours, to be 
reckoned with to the bitter end. 


Ox OF LIFE’S GREATEST lessons is summed 


The most important rudder we have is conscience. 
We are not forced to answer it. We will, nonetheless, 
be wise to do so. God, working through conscience 
and conviction, would lead us to salvation and eternal 
life. Response to His sweet influences will lead us 
into a safe and sheltered haven of love and security. 
Rejection will dash us against the rock of judgment 
and condemnation. 


That is the meaning of Jesus, when He speaking 
of Himself as the Stone of salvation, said: 


Whosoever shall fall upon that stone shall 
be broken; but on whomsoever it shall fall, 
it will grind him to powder (Luke 20:18). 


Whether or not we fall on Him by repentance is 
optional. His falling upon us in judgment is inescap- 
able. 

The same truth follows in all of life. We may refuse 
to listen to wisdom, but we cannot refuse the con- 
sequences of our folly. This fact is eloquently pro- 
claimed in Proverbs 1, where Wisdom cries out: 


Because I have called, and ye refused; I 
have stretched out my hand, and no man re- 
garded; But ye have set at nought all my 
counsel, and would none of my reproof: I also 
will laugh at your calamity; I will mock when 
your fear cometh; When your fear cometh 
as desolation, and your destruction cometh 
as a whirlwind; when distress and anguish 
cometh upon you. 

They would none of my counsel: they de- 
spised all my reproof. Therefore shall they 
eat of the fruit of their own way, and be 
filled with their own devices. 


Wisdom, reason, counsel, conscience, influence, good 
example—all these are rudders to steer you safely 
through the rocks of consequence that will break you, 
wreck you, shatter you, destroy you. Wisdom tells you, 
for instance, to care for your health. You don’t have 
to do it. You can disregard the warnings, the little 
symptoms and ailments; but you cannot ignore the 
evidence of ill health when your heart collapses, or 
your body is broken. 


Reason tells you to guard your reputation, but 
you don’t have to. You can associate with evil com- 
panions, frequent questionable places, consort with 
temptation. But you can’t ignore the rock of judgment

us, but admonishes us to trust in 
the Lord. There will be a resur- 
rection of the just and the unjust, 
and if our loved ones are saved, 
there is nothing to worry about, 
for he said in 2 Corinthians 5:8, 
“We are confident, I say, and 
willing rather to be absent from 
the body, and to be present with 
the Lord.” “For me to live is Christ, 
and to die is gain” (Philippians 
1:21). Death does not annihilate 
us; our bodies are laid in the grave 
and our spirit and soul go to the 
paradise of God with Christ, there 
to wait for the resurrection when 
we shall come forth as spiritual 
bodies like the body of Jesus.

DID YOU KNOW... 


That Cuba (la Republica de Cu- 
ba) is located about 150 miles due 
south of Florida? She is 44,200 miles 
square, or about the size of Louisi- 
ana. In area, she ranks 62nd in 
the world nations, and in popula- 
tion 54th, with 6,466,000 inhabi- 
tants. 

Havana is the capital city and 
it has a population of 1,225,000. It 
is located 1,150 miles from our na- 
tional capital. Cuba entered the 
United Nations in 1945 and, as is 
commonly understood from the 
newspaper prominence in recent 
months, the government is largely 
one-man rule. The chief executive 
is the prime minister. 

Cuba’s annual output value is 
$2.8 billion; the output value per 
person is $437. She produces more 
sugar than any other nation in 
the world. Also, in her list of na- 
tural products are tobacco and mo- 
lasses. Her trade relations with the 
United States came to a halt in 
October, but prior to that we re- 
ceived 58 per cent of her exports 
and she received 73 per cent of all 
her imports from our country. 

The average life span of the 
Cuban people is 50 years and il- 
literacy is only 20 per cent. The 
Church of God missionaries to this 
Spanish republic are Brother and 
Sister Hoyle Case and their two 
boys. At the moment they are 
directing the work from Wimauma, 
Florida, with hopes that they can 
be re-established in Cuba very soon. 
There are 379 Church of God mem- 
bers who worship in 11 churches. 
The ministers visited 897 homes 
during the month of August and 
preached 262 sermons. The con- 
verts numbered 110. Pray for all 
believers in Cuba during this time 
of severe spiritual trial.

daily attendance report states 
“sickness” as the reason for her 
absence. You are inclined to take 
this lightly since Martha is al- 
ways sick, but later in the morning 
you are told that Martha has had 
a brain hemorrhage and is in the 
hospital in a coma—her chances to 
live being very slim. Something hits 
you in the pit of your stomach 
and you almost feel sick. Within 
your heart you begin to cry out 
to God to spare the life of this 
girl who is afraid to die because 
she is not ready. Is her blood to be 
required at your hands? Have you 
ever really witnessed to her about 
the saving grace of Jesus Christ? 
These thoughts begin to tumble 
through your mind and you know 
that this girl must have another 
chance. You pick up the phone 
and call the pastor’s wife and tell 
her the situation. You ask for 
prayer for the girl and the pas- 
tor’s wife calls someone else in the 
church and asks them to pray, too. 
It isn’t long before several people 
are praying that the life of this 
girl will be spared and that her 
soul will be saved. The wonderful 
part is that none of these people 
who are praying would even know 
the girl if they should see her. 
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The next report you hear on 
Martha’s condition is encouraging. 
She has rallied and regained con- 
sciousness. You thank God that she 
has not yet gone into eternity and 
you continue to pray and hope that 
the girl will realize her need of 
the Saviour. Because the hospital 
in which Martha is confined is in 
another city, you are unable to 
visit her; however, when the re- 
port comes to you that she is to 
undergo an operation on her brain 
and the doctors give her a 20 to 1 
chance for coming out alive, you 
know you have to do everything 
you can to tell her about the Lord. 
You write a letter and tell her 
how your church has prayed for 
her. You tell her about the Lord. 
Then you mail the letter with a 
prayer that it will accomplish its 
intended mission. 


Martha is scheduled for surgery 
on Wednesday, the day before 
Thanksgiving. The team of neuro- 
surgeons who are to perform the 
operation have estimated the time 
it will take to be from eight to 
twelve hours; they are doubtful 
of the outcome. You and the other 
holiness girl in the office make a 
covenant that you will fast on 
Wednesday morning and pray that 
Martha will make it. 


On Wednesday morning you are 
troubled in mind and spirit as you 
go to work. As the morning goes 
on and you know that Martha is 
at that moment undergoing sur- 
gery from which she may possibly 
never awaken, you pray constantly 
in your heart that she will re- 
cover. It is hard to keep your mind 
on your work and tears come un- 
bidden to your eyes when you think 
of three little boys who, after to- 
day, may not have a mother. The 
things that once you had disliked 
so intensely about Martha seem 
to fade into insignificance when 
you think how she is tottering on 
the brink of eternity at this very 
moment—very possibly a Godless 
eternity. You don’t know whether 
or not she made it right with the 
Lord before she went into the 
operating room. 


Along about the middle of the 
morning you feel as though you 
can no longer stand the strain of 
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the uncertainty. You sit at your 
desk and begin to analyze your 
actions. You remember that when 
you first heard of Martha’s illness, 
you had begun to pray and had 
asked your church to pray. You 
had written a letter to Martha 
and had told her about the Lord. 
Now, this very day, the day in 
which she may be facing eternity, 
you are fasting and praying that 
she will come out alive and be 
saved. Then you think, “I have done 
all that I can do now. It is out of 
my hands and in the hands of God. 
He is just, merciful and good; 
whatever He wills will be right.” 
Then you feel a load lifted off you 
and you know beyond the shadow 
of a doubt that Martha will make 
it because God has willed it. You 
know He has willed it because He 
has let you know down deep in 
your heart. You feel a lightness 
of soul that you haven’t felt in 
several days and when, at approxi- 
mately 3:30 in the afternoon, the 
word comes that Martha has sur- 
vived the operation, you are not 
surprised. Deep down inside is a 
praise to God and your heart is 
grateful because you know that the 





God you serve is good and right 
and just. 

You don’t hear a report on Mar- 
tha’s condition for several days be- 
cause you are out of town over the 
Thanksgiving holidays, but when 
you report back to work, you learn 
that the doctors are jubilant over 
Martha’s progressive recovery and 
that they feel it is a miracle. In 
your mind there is no doubt that 
it is a miracle; you know that Je- 
sus visited Martha in her hour of 
need and you know that He did 
it in answer to the earnest prayers 
of His people. But you realize, too, 
that this chapter of Martha’s life 
is not yet closed. Although you 
know that physically she is pro- 
gressing wonderfully, you still do 
not know the condition of her soul. 
Although you know that God ten- 
derly and lovingly stayed death 
from her, you don’t know whether 
or not she let Him into her heart. 
You know that she must. You also 
realize that God has not only given 
a second chance to Martha but 
also to one of His own children 
to witness to a soul in need of a 
Saviour; you know you must not 
fail. 
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HEN CONGRESS passed 
Wi National Defense Ed- 
ucation Act, an appro- 
priation was made available for 
students who wished to continue 
their schooling beyond high school.

committee which is appointed by 
the president. Each borrower must 
be a full-time student in need of 
a loan, and must be, in the opinion 
of the college, capable of main- 
taining good standing in his chosen 
courses of study. Special considera- 
tion is given to students with a 
superior academic background who 
expresses a desire to teach in ele- 
mentary or secondary schools, and 
to students whose academic back- 
ground indicates a superior capa- 
city or preparation in _ science, 
mathematics, engineering, or a 
modern foreign language. 
Repayment terms of the loan are 
liberal, extending over a ten-year 
period which begins one year after 
the person ceases to be a full- 
time student in college. Interest 


begins at the time of repayment 
and is at the rate of three per 
cent. The borrower’s obligation to 
repay his loan is canceled in the 
event of his death or permanent 
and total disability. For those who 
become full-time teachers in a 
public elementary or secondary 
school, the loans are canceled at 
the rate of ten per cent a year 
up to five years. 

The program presents an ex- 
cellent opportunity for individuals 
of promise but of limited means to 
attend college.

APPROXIMATELY forty 
per cent of the population of the 
student body at Lee College is en- 
rolled in the Junior College Divi- 
sion. These students have chosen 
a program which gives them basic 
courses in their preparation as 
teachers, secretaries, or in general 
education. 

In commerce Lee Junior College 
offers courses which prepare one 
for immediate employment upon 
graduation. This is a terminal pro- 
gram which covers two years of 
study in such subjects as English, 
typewriting, shorthand, accounting, 
business math, business law and 
the like. 

For students who desire to con- 
tinue their studies beyond two 
years of college, there are three 
programs available. The commer- 
ial curriculum includes some com- 
mercial subjects the first two years 


as well as the other required 
courses of most liberal arts pro- 
grams. The teacher-training cur- 
riculum includes the basic courses 
of English, mathematics, laboratory 
sciences, education, psychology, 
health, and social sciences. For 
students who desire to follow a 
liberal arts curriculum, Lee Junior 
College offers a number of electives 
in addition to the required courses 
in English, laboratory sciences, so- 
cial sciences, foreign language, Bi- 
ble and the like. 


The quality of work at Lee com- 
pares favorably with other colleges 
and universities. The teachers are 
well qualified. Most of them have 
received their Masters degree and 
several have done additional grad- 
uate work. They are dedicated to 
their work. The facilities at Lee 
are more than adequate for a 
junior college curriculum. The li- 


brary contains about 12,000 cata- 
logued volumes, twice the minimum 
number required by the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secon- 
dary Schools. The laboratories were 
built for a four-year college and 
are better than those usually found 
in a junior college.

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Election Echoes 


The election was over, the votes 
(most of them anyway) were fi- 
nally counted—but the analysis 
went on. 

Among the most significant and 
thought-provoking comments and 
reactions: 

Christianity Today (from an ed- 
itorial in its issue of Nov. 21)— 
“Senator Kennedy’s showing from 
one point of view marked a Ro- 
man Catholic breakthrough, from 
another a Catholic compromise. On 
the religious issue he courageously 
declar himself on the side of 
American rather than Vatican 
traditions. There were Kennedy’s 
statements that Church-State sep- 
aration is ideal (Roman Catholi- 
cism has viewed separation as tol- 
erable until a Catholic majority 
can implement the state as the 
temporal arm of the Roman 
Church); his opposition to federal 
aid to parochial schools (some 
Jesuits call such a policy unjust); 
his opposition to an envoy to the 
Vatican; his professed obligation to 
the Constitution rather than to the 
pope in political affairs. Those who 
had ‘future doubts’ (‘the first Ken- 
nedy might be a very good presi- 
dent,’ said a distinguished Protes- 
tant theologian in Europe, ‘but the 
third or fourth might be Innocent 
III’) detected a rising Catholic lay 
disgust over the persecution men- 
tality of Catholicism in Spain, Co- 
lombia, and so on. Whether this 
election year idealism will blossom 
into post-election realism support- 
ive of religious freedom remains to 
be seen.” 

Dr. Ramsey Pollard (president of 
the Southern Baptist Convention)— 
“We ought to support (President- 
elect Kennedy), believe in him and 
earnestly pray for him. He faces 
a tremendous task and he needs 
the undivided loyalty of the Amer- 
ican people.” But he added that 
“we still claim the right to con- 
structive criticism.” 


Dr. Glenn L. Archer (executive 
director of Protestants and Other 
Americans United for Separation of 
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Church and State)—-Mr. Kennedy 
“won the hearts of millions of 
Protestant and Jewish voters when 
he declared at Houston, Texas, 
that he believed in the absolute 
separation of Church and State.” 
The POAU leader added, “That is 
a principle which our organization 


has always emphasized and which a 
we will continue to fight for.” 


Rev. Donald H. Gill (executive 
secretary of Citizens for Religious 
Freedom, which has disbanded)— 
“A milestone has been set in Amer- 
ican wis by the election of a 
Roman Catholic to the presidency.” 
His statement for the organization 
which “articulated Protestant con- 
cerns” during the campaign said it 
believed that Mr. Kennedy’s “com- 
plete commitments” on Church- 
State separation and freedom of 
individual conscience were “instru- 
mental in his victory.” At the same 
time, however, in a comment ob- 
viously directed to the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy, it said, “We 
trust the cause of religious freedom 
also will be advanced through the 
exercises of great restraint by 
church leaders, regardless of de- 
nomination, who might be tempted 
to seek special advantages for their 
Church through political means.”

KANSAS CITY, Mo.—Thousands 
of worshippers jammed the huge 
Kansas City, Missouri, Muncipal 
Auditorium to celebrate the 442nd 
anniversary of the Protestant Re- 
formation in a service typical of 
observances in communities 
throughout the United States and 
around the world.
